They
have frequently told of places where

from $50,00 to £75,00 net per acre could
be made by tillinz the soil. Many of
these tonrists, while abroad, 1;arn mor-
about foreign communities than they
know about their own. -

What, for instancs, would the average
Raleigh citizen say if he should go to
California and learn that $100 per acre
couid be made there by grape growing?

This very thing has been doue around
Raleigh for several years past, though
few people have found it out.

In most places where land ean be
miede to yield $100 per acre at anything,
tLat land can bareiy be bought for less
than $500 per acre; but in Wake coun-
ty and around Raleigh, it can be bovgh
very much cheaper and will yield ihe
same profit.

To show what can be done in this sec-
tion, the CERONICLE prints with pleasare §
a short paper by Capt. B, P. William-
son, of this city, giving his experience
and results in grape growing. It was
written by request and .was read at the
recent Mt. Holly Fair.

STATE HORTICULTURAL SOCIETY.

As requested by your Secretary I give
below my experience in growing grapes:

In the year 1885 I planted on
a gravelly top soil, with clay subsoil,
four acres in grape vines—2000 Ives and
1000 Champions, they being the two
earliest known reliable varieties.

Before planting, the land was deeply
and well prepared, then harrowed out
and the vines plinted eight feet apart
each way. This was done in Febroary. -
In April I planted two rows of cofton
between the grape vines, the rows all
running the same way. I caltivated
grapes and cotton alike, bath growing
well. In 1886 I pianted only ons row of
cotton between the grape vines, getting
again a fine growth of vines and cot-
ton. I applicd 800 pounds of Amme:-
niated Guano to the acre each year.

I planted no cotton in the year 1837,
but gave all the land to the vines, In
February T sowed 500 pounds of kaivnit
and  super, " ospbate combined on
cach acre, aud plowed the land both

ways CLosE aud DEEP With ong horse
plows. After that 1 enltivated and kept
the vines clear of grass and weeds with
cotton sweeps, which means SHALLOW
caltivation, ard is, according to my judg-
ment, the right way. About the middle
of May I sowed on cach aerd 500 pounds
of Raleigh Standard Guane, aud cultiva
ted it in with sweeps, and then discon-
tinued cultivation.

Since 1887, when I gathered my first
crop of grapes, I have fertilized and cul-
tivated the sams way, getting results ae
follows:

1887 14,995 pounds.
1888 17,948 8¢
1889 22,026 -

Making 54,969 pounds for the three
years, which were sold to net me above
all the expenses of the cultivation, ferti-
lizing, packages, shipping, selling, &c.,
$1,236.80, being $412 206 per acre for
three years, cr an average of $103.006 per
acre each year.

My crop for 1890 has turned out as
well or better.
